G.S.R. 1168, —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of the Rice (Pun¬ 
jab) Price Control Order, 1960 published with the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of Food) 
No. G.S.R. 195, dated the 20th February, I960, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.— (1) This Order may be called the 
Rice (Punjab) Second Price Control Order, 1960. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Punjab. 

(3) It shall come into force on the 1st day of October, 1960, 

2. Maximum prices at which rice may be sold.—(1) The maximum prices at 
which raw and boiled rice of fine, coarse and broken varieties specified in 
column (1) of the Schedule to this Order may be sold in wholesale quantities 
in any area in the State of Punjab shall be as specified in the corresponding 
entries,— 

(a) in case the metric system of weights is in force in such area, in 

column (2) of the said Schedule; 

(b) in any other case, in column (2) or (3) of the said Schedule, accord¬ 

ing as the transaction is in terms of quintals or maunds, 

(2) For the purposes of sub-clause (1), — 

(a) the prices specified are for net weight of rice but inclusive of the 

cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a maund (82-2/7 lbs.) is equivalent in weight to 0:37 quintals; 

(c) ‘sale in wholesale quantities’ means sale in quantities exceeding 3-37 

quintals or 10 maunds in any one transaction; 

(d) the prices specified are for fair average quality, conforming to the 

specifications prescribed in the Appendices to the Schedule, applic¬ 
able to the respective variety of rice, and shall be for grains pack¬ 
ed in sound new gunnies. For naked grains, the maximum prices 
shall be Re. 0'50 per maund or Rs. 1-34 per quintal less than the 
respective prices specified in the Schedule. For rice, below the 
fair average quality, the maximum prices shall be determined by 
reducing tne prices specified in the Schedule by the amounts of 
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cuts indicated in the relevant specifications prescribed in the 
Appendices to the Schedule applicable to the respective variety of 
rice. 

Explanation .—The Fair Average quality rice shall be adequately polished, 
in sound merchantable condition, sweet, dry, clean, whdlesome, of good food 
value and free from mould, weevils, smell, discolouration, admixture of dele¬ 
terious substances and all impurities except to the extent indicated in the rele¬ 
vant Appendix to the Schedule.

(Department of Food) No. G.S.R. 676 dated the 9 th June, 1959 . the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following Order, namely: — 

1 . Short Title, Application and Commencement. —( 1 ) This Order may be 
called Rice and Paddy (Andhra Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1960 . 

( 2 ) It applies to the districts of Krishna, West Godavari, East Godavari, Guntur, 
Warrangai, Nlzamabad, Chittoor, Srikakulam and Nellore in the State of Andhra 
Pradesh. 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on the first day of October, I 960 . 

2. Definitions. —In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) '‘f.o.r. price” includes the cost of gunnies used and also the charges for 

weighing, packing, marking in the manner desired by the buyer, 
transporting to rail-head, loading in rail wagons and all other services 
incidental to, and up to the stage of, such loading; 

(b) “ex-godown price” includes the cost of gunnies used for packing and 

also the charges for weighing, packing, loading In the carts, lorries 
or other means of transport provided by the buyer at the godown 
and all other services Incidental to, and up to the stage of, such 
loading but does not include the charges for marking In the manner 
desired by the buyer; 

(c) "sale in wholesale quantities” means sale in quantities exceeding ten 

maunds or 3 ■ 73 quintals in any one transaction. 

3. Maximum prices at which Paddy may be sold.— The maximum prices at 
which the varieties of paddy specified in column ( 1 ) of the Schedule to this Order 
may be sold In wholesale quantities in any area in the districts to which this 
Order applies shall be as specified In the corresponding entries: — 

(a) In column ( 2 ) of the said Schedule, in case the metric system of weights 

is in force in such area; 

(b) In any other case, In column ( 2 ) or ( 3 ) of the said Schedule, according 

as the transaction is in terms of quintals or maunds. 

Provided that nothing contained herein shall apply to the purchase or sale 
of seed paddy by the Government of the State of Andhra Pradesh or any officer 
authorized by that Government In this behalf. 

4. Maximum prices at which rice may be sold.—(1) The maximum ex-godown 
prices at which the varieties of rice specified in Column (I) of the Schedule to this 
Order may be sold in wholesale quantities in any area in the districts to which 
this Order applies shall be as specified in the corresponding entries:— 

(a) in column ( 4 ) of the said Schedule, in case the metric system of weights 

Is in force in such area; or 

(b) In any other case, in column ( 4 ) or column ( 5 ) of the said Schedule 

according as the transaction Is in terms of quintals or maunds.

Note.—(1) The prices specified above are for fair average quality conform¬ 
ing to the specifications prescribed in the appendices and for grains packed in 
sound new gunnies. In the case of rice, the packing shall be in gunnies of 2 
maunds (O '75 quintals) capacity for f.o.r. delivery or of 2 maunds ( 0-75 quintals) 
or of 3 maunds ( 1:125 quintals) capacity for ex-godown delivery. For paddy or 
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rice below the fair average quality, the maximum ex-godown price of paddy 
or the maximum ex-godown or f.o.r. price of rice, shall be determined by reducing 
the respective prices specified above by the amounts of cuts indicated in the re¬ 
levant appendix. For paddy sold loose, the maximum ex-godown prices shall 
be 67 nP. per maund or Rs. 1 - 80 per quintal less than the prices specified for 
bagged paddy. 

( 2 ) The seller shall be bound to comply with the request of a buyer to mark, 
at the time of sale, the bags containing rice or paddy in the manner desired by 
the buyer. Whenever the bags are so marked, then in the case of ex-godown 
delivery, the seller shall be paid 3 nP. per bag over the specified prices as charges 
for making in the manner desired. In the case of f.o.r. delivery, however, the 
specified prices are inclusive of the charges for marking in the manner desired by 
the buyer and, if any buyer does not require any particular marking to be 
made, such buyer shall be allowed a reduction in the specified prices at the 
rate of 3 nP. per bag.

Fair Average Quality specifications of Andhra rice and cuts in maximum ex- 
godown and f.o.r. prices for excessive admixtures. 

The Fair Average Quality rice shall be adequately polished, in sound merchant¬ 
able condition, sweet, dry, clean, wholesome, of good food value and free from 
mould, weevils, smell, discolouration, admixture of deleterious substances and 
all impurities except to the extent indicated in the Table below. Where the free
